1 . (Currently amended) An apparatus for producing a line of approximately 360° within a 
predetermined plane, comprising: 

a laser source adapted to produce radiant energy; 

a laser output altering device, and wherein radiant energy projected from said laser source 
into said laser output altering device emerges from said laser output altering device within said 
predetermined plane in an ever expanding circle of light; and 

a plumb bob with said laser output altering device positioned between portions of said 
plumb bob ; wherein said laser output altering device is in the form of a hollow tube within a 
hollow tube .

Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-3, 7 are allowed. 
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5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding claim 1, 
prior art taken either singularly or in combination fails to anticipate or fairly suggest the 
limitations of the dependent claims, in such manner that a rejection under 35 U.S.C 102 or 103 
would be proper. The prior art fails to teach a combination of all the claimed features as 
presented in independent claims, which at least include and apparatus for producing a line of 
approximately 360 degrees within a predetermined plan comprising a plumb bob wherein the 
light altering device is in the form of a hollow tube as claimed.
